But what 
would the Cleveland Democracy 
in the North and the Wat.erson- 
Carlisle Democracy of the South 
haye to say tosuch a platform as 
Mr. Whitney would desire to stand 
upon? Then what would Mr. 
Cleveland have to say? With 
him there can be no divided 
control. He at present believes 
that he is the only man the Democ- 
racy can go intoa fight with with 
any hope of wiuning.
